from its own gene-rating plant, is a power for good, wise and 
liberal treatment toward all citizens. 
A city without such 


special income is "broke"—an ironic picture of the vanity of 
men who organize beyond their willingness to pay.

——ft' The history of municipal light plants 


j in America has been u sad nnd dreary 


i one—the inescapable result of our na- 


tional tendency to play politics in 
every walk of life. 


The reason that so many cities have 


lost municipal plants whose revenues 
today would enable them to hold up 
their head in the nation, is thai those 
cities trcaled their municipal plants 
just as they usually treat the various- 
departments of the city government 
proper—shaking them up with eaeh 
and every election. 


A long time ago this newspaper 


pledged the late George Sandefur that 
as between the plant manager nnd the 
city government proper we would "go 
out the window" with the plant man- 
ager. We make that same promise to 
Manager Moore. 


We have here a dual government 


for whose joint success it is absolute- 
ly imperative that the two branches 
have hut little to do with ouch other. 


The 
general 
city 
government 
is 


elective, changeable, and a constant 
applicant for financial aid from the 
municipal plant. 


Tlie light plant is the city's work- 


house and money-till, and the light 
plant therefore demands n one-man, 
permanent administration. 


The council is responsible to the 


people for general orders to the plant 
—but the plant is it.s own judge of 
the details by which those orders are 
carried out. 


X X X 


Now, at the beginning of a new plant 


administration, would be H good time 
for the city council to declare itself 
on the general policy of-carrying past- 
due cleclric accounls on lhe books of 
the light plant. 


It is reported to The Star that these 


accounts range around $10.000 or $11.- 
DOO. 
The plant being publicly owned, 


there will always be a suspiciin that 
individual citizens put up a private 
plea for special extension of credit. 


The city oughl lo adopl a strict pol- 


icy on this point. 


The auditors who make the final 


accounting of the plant's hooks each 
spring should be instructed to com- 
pile a list of individual debtors by 
name, and append it to tho annual 
audit. 


The price of electricity to lhe aver- 


age Hope consumer, and the ability 
of the plant to perform increasing ser 
vice, are governed to a considerable 
extent, in the electric as in other bus- 
inesses, by lhe percentage of loss il 
collections'. 


The only difference, however, is thai 


the clectric-gencraling business shoult 
have virtually no credit loss—all 
has to do is to throw the switch.

NEW YORK.—After 
17 years of 


wandering in far places as a repor- 
.orial citizen of the world, Frazier 
3unt has completed one of his longest 
•mcl most exciting tours—right hero 
n Amreica. 


Not exciting in Ihe sense of personal 


perial lo which Ihis writing adventur- 
er is so accustomed. 
Nobody con- 


demned him lo be shol as a spy, or 
put a price on his head, or set sccrel 
agenls on his Irail lo arrange his "ac- 
cidenlal" death. Bui Hunl's coast-to- 
coasl lour developed exciling signifi- 
cances as he wove his pcrlincnl find- 
ing into a story which he calls "Lis- 
tening to America.^ 


He has interviewed kings and dic- 


tators, dined with guerclla war lords, 
and discussed courses of empire with 
great statesmen. Men who arc in 
touch with events from Manchuria to 
Buenos Aires know him intimately as 
"Spike." Princes, generals, diplomats 
and men who direct international com- 
merce welcome and respect him as a 
trained observer whose chief concern 
is the recording of facts and the ac- 
curate interpretation of conditions. 


Sought Out Average Americans 
From such people, Spike Hunt ob- 


tained segments of the 
international 


jig-saw for presentation in his writ- 
ings—in magazines, books and news- 
papers—during more than a decade 
and a half. But for a true picture of 
contemporary America he has sought 
out innumerable average Americans 
and discovered what they are think- 
ink. He has interviewed farmers and 
factory workers, and discussed courses 
of democracy with grocery clerks. By 
this lime, a good many citizens along 
his route know him as "Spike." May- 
ors, mechanics, bankers and bakers 
found him interested in their prob- 


I lems, appreciative of their triumphs 


nnd difficulties. 


Frazier hunt is a commanding fig- 


ure in size as well as personality. He 
still calls Rock Island, 111., his home, 
but even which there his cool blue 
eyes were fixed on distant horizons. 
He became a newspaper reporter in 
Alexis. 111., graduated to the big New 
York dailies, went to war. After the 
Armistice he followed the Allied ex- 
pedition to Siberia and traveled about 
a thousand miles by sled to cover ac- 
tivities on that frozen front. 


Brought Peace Treaty to V. S. 


He went into forbidden Red Russia 


and saw the strife-wracked birth of 
the Soviet Union. Back in Paris he 
obtained a copy of the secret peace 


i treaty, and rushed with it to Wash- 
1 ington. That, sensational stroke only 


whetted his urge for foreign adven- 
ture, and soon Hunt was off again—

Eat Prunes As Food, Rather Than 


Laxative 


Don't laugh at the lowly prune, in 


an uppity way. 


This valuable fruit, long the bane of 


the boarding house resident, has be- 
gun to be recognized as an item of 
rcndderable utility and quality in the 
modern .diet. And, mind you, it is not 
as a laxative that you should lonsider 
it for your breakfast, but as real, 
nourishing food. 


Like granberries and plums, prunes 


rontain benzoir acid. Ordinarily an 
average prune will provide 25 calories. 
It also will provide good amounts of 
vitamins A,. B, C, and G. 


Prunes are handled differently from 


ether dried fruits, since they are not 
cut before drying. In their preparation 
the prunes are merely plums which 
have been dipped quickly in boiling 
lye to thin and crack the skins; then 
they are washed to remove the lye, 
and then dried in the sun. 


From tfte point of view of mineral 


content, prunes offer fair" amounts of 
calcium, phosphorus,, iron manganese, 
and copper. Although their iron con- 
tent is about one-fourth that of liver, 
it is six. times that of oranges and nine 
1 times thai of peaches, 
? . 


) 
Much interest has attached to the 


prune because af the claim that it has 
a laxative quality. This, however, is 
not so great as to make it especially 
recommended ofr that purpose. 


It you are in search, of a laxative 


quab'ty, that is probably obtained to 
better advantage by use of other sub- 
stances. 


Sirup:: prepared by boiling prunes 


and figs is. of slightly greater larative 
quality than the whole prunes, as they 
are ordinarly eaten after being cook- 
ed. In. fact, many people make a good 
laxative preparation by boiling one- 
half pound each of prunes and dried 
figs with an ounce of senna leaves. 
- The eating of such fruit, together 
with the sirup prepared from it, yields 
a mixture of rather strongly laxative 
quality. Such, laxative action as the 
prune posses would appear to be due 
to some principle not yet isolated, but 
o fcourse prunes have the usual ef- 
fects of other fruits in stimulating 
action of the bowel. 


The benzoic acid content of the 


'prune is hardly sufficient to cause an 
acid reaction in the body. 


Because of its vitamin and mineral 


elements, its possibilities for provid- 
ing energy to the body, and its iron 
content, the prune would seem to 
have great usefulness in the human 
diet.

by Prisoner's Kin 


Aged Man Opens Fire as 


Kentuckians Depart 


With Son-in-Law 


MIDDLESBORO. Ky.- (/T>) -Two 


sheriff's deputies were slain Thursday 
by rifle fire as they led an alleged 
embezzler from a hill cabin in the 
Virginia-Kentucky border country. 


Their accused slayer, the 77-year-old 


father-in-law of the prisoner, fled by 
foot and muleback into the hills, elud- 
ing bloodhounds.

Munitions Dealer 
Gave Fugitive Cash 


House Committee Draws 


Out Strange Story of 


Secret Payments 


WASHINGTON.— (fi>) — A 
guarded 


admission that a fugitive from De- 
partment of Justice agents received 
funds periodically from a big dealer 
in surplus army goods was obtained 
Friday by the house military commit- 
tee. 


It was drawn from Thomas Jeffer- 


son Ryan. New York attorney, friend 
and former lawyer for Joseph Silver- 
man Jr.. son of a Russian immigrant, 
who developed a huge business in sur- 
plus army supplies. 


The fugitive was identified only as 


Frank Spcicher, sought for months 
last year for a grand jury investiga- 
tion 
of 
War 
Department 
business 


transactions. Silverman's negotiations 
with the department figured in the 
inquiry. 


While Chairman McSvvain. Demo- 


crat, South Carolina, 
refreshed 
his 


memory with names and dates, Ryan 
puffed on a cigarette and told him 
six or eight times he or one of his of- 
fice clerks gave money furnished by 
Siilverman to a young New York law- 
yer, Harold Schneuer, allegedly act- 
ing for Speicher. 
' Ryan denied that he knew definite- 
ly Speicher was obtaining the money, 
sealed in blue envelopes and delivered 
to the attorney by messenger boy. He 
said he 
did 
not 
know 
Speicher's 


whereabouts, although he talked with 
him several times over the phone and 
advised him to give himself up. 


Returning later to the blue envelopes 


McSwain asked: 


"Where did the money come from?" 
"It came 
from Silverman." Ryan 


said. "Every dollar Speicher got came 
from Silverman." 


Then he told how he participated in 


the transfer of funds at the instance 
of Silverman and his attorney. A. Mil- i 
chell Palmer, United States attorney 
general in the Wilson administration.

American Dancer 


Is Fined in Paris 


Joan Warner, Nude Artist, 


Convicted But Given 


Nominal Penalty 


PARI'S. France.-(/P)— Joan Wnrnor, 


22-year-old "American poetess of nude 
rhythm." was fined 50 francs <$3.32) 
Thursday for off ending French morals. 


The court fined the manager of the 


Bagdad restaurant, where Miss War- 
ner performed her balloon dance. 200 
francs '$13.28). 


Miss Warner was not in the court 


when the judgment was delivered. It 
declared that the defense had con- 
tended that the American dancer was 
not entirely naked during her dances. 


A witness had testified differently. 
The judgment therefore held that 


the effect o fnudity was not overcome. 
It ruled furthermore that the gravity 
of the offense was increased because 
the dance was not, simply in the nude 
but started with Miss Warner fully 
clothed. She gradually undressed in 
a public restaurant near the tables. 


"The judges were forced to the con- 


clusion that a living, moving integral 
nude is not permissible for the public 
of Paris." the judgment held. 


The three stately justices of the cor- 


rectional court agreed that Miss War- 
ner's dance was artistic but that fact 


made no difference in the issue be- 
cause it was difficult to say. Where 
art ends and indecency begins. 


The American dancer was .hailed in- 


to court by Ascleie M. BouVeret, lead- 
er of the National Alliance for in- 
crease of population, who sought a 
conviction so that Parisian men would 
stay home at night and rear large 
families instead of patronizing night 
clubs.

expansion of the commerce clause of 
the constitution, "will accentuate leg- 
islation under the bankruptcy clause 
for the rearrangement of debtor-cred- 
itor relations."
